Tho Minister of Fi- 
nance, however, argued that no issue had 
bppn made. That seemed to be tlio only 
point in dispute. 

Mr. Walkom called* for the debenture 
register, which was produced by the Min- 
ister of Finance 

Mr. Walkem asserted that tho register 
distinctly showed that the debentures had 
been issued in strict accordance with the 
Statute. Tho Finance Minister yester- 
day had contradicted the assertion that 
the debentures had ever boeu entered, but

3d was undoubtedly the date ot then 
issue, and it was absurd to say that no 
issue had been made. He regretted the 
Government had taken a mere quibble 
forits argument, because the bondholders 
in England would take it as a breaoh of 
good faith, it- was not to ha supposed 
that the Bank M.iuager would h ive ac 
cepted the debentures as collateral if they 
were not a charge on the Province. It 
was useless to quibble ou that poiut. 
Everything that the law required had 
been'observed by tho Government, other- 
wise a gross fraud would have been per- 
petrated ou tho bank. Either, therefore, 
the Government had to admit the ia3ue or 
stultify their own books— because tho 



ister on tho face of it showed a logal 
issue. If, on tho other hand, a3 con- 
tended by tho Government, tho deben- 
tures had not beon issued, then tho bank 
had been fraudulently induced to accept 
worthless paper as collateral. The amend- 
ment moved by Mr. Mara was simply one 
to allow tho Government to escape a vote 
of censure for an act of public immorality 
or gross stupidity. Tho Government had 
acted badly n tho mutton and been guilty 
of a breach of faith to tho bondholders. 
It had been morally and legally the 
duty of the Government to "take up" tho 
debentures and cancel them. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho contended still that 
the debentures had never been issued. 

M>\ Walkem snid that if tho Finance 
Minister insisted on that line of argument 
he would bring in a vote of censure for 
allowing tho auditor to keep a falso regis- 
ter. The motion before the House was 
simply intended to prevent tho Govern- 
ment from re-issuing tho debentures, and 
tho hou. gontloman could not sec how tho 
Government if honest in pnrposo could 
object to it. Tho debentures, when taken 
up, stonld havo beon iustantly oanoelled 
and he could but boiieve that tho sin of 
omission had resulted from downright 
stupidity on the'part of the Finance Mm 
ister. 

Mr. Mara asked if tbo dobeutures wore 
issued, who wore they issued to ? (Hear, 
hoar.) 

Mr. Walkem— To tho Bank of British 
Columbia. 



Mr. Mara— The register does not say 
anything of the kind. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said he was glad tho 
register had b«en produced bocauso by it 
ho would show that tho lino of argument 
ho had adopted was a good eno. He 
could not bo held responsible for the 
manner in which the register had bt-sn 
originally kept. Tho lato Minister of 
Finance (Mr. Humphreys) was responsi- 
ble for that. If that goutloman wished to 
repudiate his own work of course ho (Mr. 
Smitho) had no objection. It was as clear 
as possible that tho register had been pro- 
pared in blank form for the entire amount 
of the bonds before a siuglo debenture 
had beou issued. To provo that, he had 
only to turn to the end of tho book to 
show that the debentures lirst issued were 
at tho end of tho list, and that the lator 
issues and those deposited with the Bank 
wore toward, and at, the beginning. The 
book was made out in a formal manner 
with blank columns and with a stereotyp- 
ed heading; but whon tho heading was 
put thore it whs expected that tho deben- 
tures would be sold to tho genoral public, 
and when it was apparent that tho publio 
did not invest to tbo extent anticipated, 
and it became necessary to got money 
from tho Bunk by depositing tho deben- 
tures ns collateral security, then the head- 
ing of the column indicating date of issue 
was no longer applicable, but instead of 
erasing it on column after column it was 
allowed to remain and tho plan adopted 
of writing on tho register underneath tho 
number of ouch bond subsequently with- 
drawn from tho Bank and sold tho date 
of tho real issue. If members would look 
at the register they would »eo that there 
was a heading ovor ouo column that it 
had suited Mr. Walkem's purpose to wink 
at, but if there was any force in his ve- 
rnal ks about tho heading of ono columa 
it would apply equally to tho heading of/ 
tlio adjoining column. (Hear, hoar.) Tho 
column was headed, a'i gentlemen could 
sue for themselves, "7b whom issued." Ilu 
would ask Mr. Walkem what the columns 
underneath that heading snid ? To whom 
had they boeu issued. No ono. Column 
after column on page after page was ! 
blank, but written acros3 tho linos aro the j 
words "deposited as soenrity for over- j 
draft >vith Ba.uk of B. C." (Elear, hoar.) 
The debentures hud neither boon issued, 
nor entered, under tho meaning ef tho 
Act, and Mr. Ward must have known that 
very well at the time, as it was quite cer- 
tain he would carefully read tlio Act that 
authorized their preparation and issue, 
and having done so, lie mint have known 
that tlio Government had' no power to 
issue them to him for six months. Tho 
Act provided that they could not ba is 
sued for a le.'s term than two years and 
that they could only bo rodeemod aftor 
issue by giving six months' notice in tho 
Gazette of intention to do bo. Tho fact 
that Mr. Ward agreed to allow a with- 
drawal from time to time of tbo deben- 
tures ou deposit, for tho purpose of being 
issued to privato persons, was also proof 
that he did not understand the bonds to 
have been issuod to him. (dear, hear.) It 
wan well known, too. that tho debentures 
ns ^oon as iesuod were negotiable paper, 
(hoar.) Ho would ask if Mr, Ward had 
it in his power to negotinte tlio bond3 in 
his hands? Certaimly not; he could not 
dispose of a single debenture until after 
failure ou the part of the Government to 
redeem them in accordance with the 
ngtconiont. (Hear, hoar.) Another point 
was, that no interest hod ever been paid 
on any one of those debentures, and the 
Act (dearly states that aftor isauo they 
should bear interest, payable ono-half 
yearly, at the rato of 7 par cent, per 
annum. Hou. gentlemen would soo that 
in the register was recorded the data of 
tho payment of interest on all tho bonda 
really issuod, but with regard to the 
bonds in question now, no such record 
appeared. (Hear, hear.) Tho leader of 
the Opposition had said these debentures 
wore tho same a3 a note given to tho hank 
by tho Government. That was not a cor- 
rect simile; ho ragarded the agreement as 
printed in the sessional papers as tho noto 
>;iven by tbo Government, and the deben- 
tures, the collateral security deposited in 
liou of the usual endorsement. He show- 
ed that the bonds deposited by Mr. Arm- 
strong with tho bank in 187-1 wore not 
treated in thesamowayaa these had been. 
They had really boeu issued, and ontorod 
in the Rvgiatet as issued, to t-k-s Bank o! 
British Columbia, and when rodeemod 
thoy had to be cancelled, and wero can- 
eellod, according to law, but what would 
hou. gentlemen think whon he informed 
them that, the tbon Government— tho men. 
who wore now ranting about the immoral- 
ity aud illegality of this Government, not 
having cancelled debentures which nevor 
had been issued — actually, after the cau- 
eellation of tho 1874 bonds, had dupli- 
cates at* ike canceUeuttoijda mado uuv s* Ah 
tlio inlonUun t>i ftffectiug a second issue 
(Sensation.) It was true that, as they 
had been told tli6 other day by Mr. Arm- 
strong, aftor consulting an eminent law- 
yer upon the subject and learning from 
him the utter ii-'^gsli y of «ueb n proceed 
ing, they had tbeught bettor of it, but 
not until thoy had incurred tho oxponse 
of preparing and printing tho duplicate 
1874 bonds. (Hear, hoar.) The charges 
which as usual had been thrown across 
the House by tho lender of the Opposi- 
tion of everything that was base and bad 
wero beneath contempt and roquirod no 
auuwerfrom him. He believed the House 
quite understood how this matter stood, 
and would support tho amendment of the 
hon. member for Yale, Mr. Mara. (Hear, 
hoar.) 

Tho hou g'.-ntleman wns frequently in- 
terrupted by tho senior member for Cari- 
boo and tho ox-Minister of Finance, who 
wore on several occusious called to order 
by Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. Fishor said tho speech of tho mem- 
ber for Cariboo proved his ignorance of 
accounts and the manner in which they 
should be kept. lu a mercantile sense a 
deposit wns by no means an issue. Tho 
debentures had only been deposited to 
prevent their issue whilst negotiations 
for a loan were being conductod in Lon- 
don. Tlio bonding of goods was not to 
be regarded as tho selling of goods. It 
was quite possible that the Bank to-day 
held many thousand dollars' worth of 
notes which had never beon issued, circu- 
lated or disposed of. The hon. gontle- 
man then proceeded distinctly to show 
that the register itself contradicted the 
argument thut tho debentures in question 
had been issued, and coutoudod that the 
Opposition bad not brought forward ono 
sinclo argument to tho contrary. 

Mr. Humphreys asked tho Fiuauco 
Minister to produce some of the deben- 
tures. 

Tho debentures wero immediately pro- 
duced and passed to members of tho 
House for inspection. 

Mr. Humphreys, after inspecting the 
debentures, ridiouled the statement that 
they had not beon duly entered and re- 



gistered. The register itself proved the 
statement to be incorrect. They had been 
issuod on July 3d, 1876, and wero signed 
by tho Lieut. -Governor and himself then 
Finance Minister. It was difficult to be- 
liave any statement made by tho Govern- 
ment in the face of such faots as the de- 
bentures themselves and the register 
proved beyond a donbt. Tho documen- 
tary evidence entirely contradiotod tho 
verbal statement of tho Finance Minister 
nnp ho would ask hon. members which 
was of tho greater value. The question 
■was not one open to argument bocauso 
the debentures themselves showed that 
they had been issued, aud it was a gross 
untruth to assert that thoy had not been. 

The question was thon put and the ori- 
ginal resolution was lost by a vote of 13 
to 11; the amendment authorizing tho 
Government to oaucel the debentures be- 
ing subsequently unanimously carried 
amid applauso.

The report on this Bill was adopted and 
tho Bill was read a third timo and paasod. 

WATER WORKS DILL. 

Mr. Beaven moved tho second reading 
of a Bill to amend the Victoria Water 
Works Act, 1873, having for its object the 

provontioa of stealing water bolonging to 
the city. 

Mr. Walkem took exception to the Bill 
on the ground that it was a privato or 
hybrid Bill and consequently tho usual 
notice should havo boeu given by adver- 
tisement, lis provisions only affected tho 
inhabitants of Victoria and a snspousion 
of the standing orders to allow tho Bill to 
bo introduced would bo an injurious pre- 
cedent. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott argued that if the Vic- 
toria Water Works Debenture Guarantee 
Bill woie introduced as a public Bill this 
measure could be dealt with ou tho same 
footing. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho thought the rules of 
tho [louse would not bo sei iotisly violated 
if tho Bill wero treated in a .similar man- 
ner to tlio Act of 1873 and referred to tho 
Committeo on Private Bills. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that tho bill was a 
hybrid bill. 

Tho bill was then referred to the com- 
mittee ou Private Bills. 

PROTECTION or CERTAIN ANIMALS AND 
BIRDS. 

Mr. Beaven moved the following amend- 
ments which were carried: 

Clause 2. By inserting at the com- 
mencement, " except as is hereinafter 
inuv^ed." 

Subsection 1. By striking out " wild 
rabbits" and by striking out "1st" and 
iusorting " 10th " before " day of Au- 
gust." 

Subsection 2 After tho word "quail" 
insert "water fowl which are known as 
mallard duck," aud "10th" instead of 
" 20th " day of August. 

Insert as Clauso 12—" Nothing in tkis 
Act shall bo construed into proventing 
any resident farmer from killing deer of 
the male spocios, that he finds depastur- 
ing within hi3 cultivated fiolds, at any 
time." 

Clauso 10. Strike out all the words aftor 
"Department" on the fourth line, to tho 
end of tho section, aud insert in lieu 
thoreof "until a petition, signed by a ma- 
jority of the voters of an electoral district 
has been received by tho T-iioutenant- 
Governoriu Council, requesting that this 
Act bo msde applicable to such district, 
and notice to that effect has been inserted 
in the British Columbia Gazette." 

Clauso 12. Nothing in thin Act shall 
prevent any resident farm, r from killing 
deer ho may und depasturing in his 
fields. 

Mr. Williams moved, seconded by Mr. 
Gordon, that tho report of this Bill bo 
considorod this day six months. Lobi. 

The report was thon ordered to be con- 
sidered on Thursday. 

The House then adjourned till to- 
morrow at 2 p.m.

The Chinese Gold Diggings at Albemi. 

John Chinaman is especially adapted, 
both physically aud mentally, for a gold 
minor, owing to his persistent mechanical 
activity, hi.s steady, plodding patience, 
industry and frugality. Heretofore John 
h^s followed the whitoman after claims 
have been discovered to bo rich, and has 
not embarked on his own account. It 
has therefore beon remarked that he is 
not capable of enterprise; but John is 
now proving that assertion to be iucor 
root by his extensive mining operations 
at Alborni. Ho is at work upon a creek 
about eight miles south of Alborni settle 
me-nt. Along this stream ho has made a 
good trail for six miles. John deserves 
credit for he way in which ho has made 
the trail, as it passes through under- 
growth requiring a considerable amount 
of labor to clear. John sabes mining; ho 
has dHg a long ditch for the purpose of 
changing tho course of the stream as soon 
as low water will permit. Ho has also 
built two largo rookorys, ono near tho 
mouth and tho other at tho head of tho 
trail. A few pieces of quitrtz wcie found 
along tho banks of tho stream, and it is 
favorable for alluvial deposits, having 
numerous benches upon everyone of 
which John has staked off claims. Ho 
must have found some good indications 
of gold in order to justify him in going 
to such an oxponse, as all aro aware that 
he is naturally very reluctant to lay out 
money without a very sure prospect of 
good returns. Twenty Chinamen have 
lately gone out to work this plaeo, and 
thirty more arrived yesterday from San 
Francisco. 

Stirring- Times for the Pacific Province. 

From a copy of tho San Francisco Min 
ing and Siiciitijiv Press, which has reached 
us, wo observe that the recent discoveries 
of gold-bearing quartz in British Colum 
bia are attracting considerable attention 
at the Golden Gate. Our contemporary 
publishes a map of the Bonanza, and 
Stead man quartz ledges, in tho Cariboo 
distriot, and says that tbo existonco of the 
truo gold-bearing veins, with woll defined 
walls, is establishod beyond doubt. Tho 
Big B onxnua lpdgo in considered to bo tho 
feeder of tho William anil Lowhee creeks 
and the mother lode of tho country. From 
these two creeks "placer" gold to the 
amount of $-10,000,000 has been taken 
Binco 18G2, and now tho original source 
of supply has beon discovered. About a 
dozen companies, two or more of them 
American, have been f-med for qparS?,. 
mining, und it soems certain that there 
aro now to bo stirring times in the Paoific 
Province. — Toronto Mail.

A letter from Tionts in says: The fate 
of the hundreds of thousands of Chinese 
who aro brought feco to faco with death 
by this terrible famine, has come to bo a 
problem too vast fur this effete Govern 
mont to grapple with. One may Btand 
npprtUoil nt, tho proportions which tho 
famine has assumed. It 1» mtim«(«,i_ 
und apparently with a fair degree of relia- 
bility—that thero aro 90,000 refugees at 
Tientsin now, aud still they como. 

Ton or twelve soup kitchens and cake 
shops, where millet gruel, or steamed 
corn bread is served, havo b'eon opened in 
and around Tientsin. 

Over a thousand refugees from the 
famine stricken districts in tho North 
have metthoir death through the"shelter" 
iu n'uich thoy wero assembled at Tientsin 
■fc-c.ridon tally taking fire. 

Tho cold on the coast and in Shanghai 
has been unusually sovoro during the last 
week or two. 

The first engineer of tho coasting 
.jtasmer, Yesso, the starboard boiler of 
which exploded a few week ago, killing 
about eiiibl natives, has boon sentenced to 
four months' imprisonment without hard 
labor, on a charge of manslaughter 
brought against him, and the third en-

Great damage 
is reported from all directions, and an 
immense num ber of tiees have been blown 
down.
